STEPS TAKEN TO FIGHT THE PEST 


Fresh Cases At New .Orleans Fewer In Number, But 
ggg£ Deaths Are More Frequent—Rigid Quarantine 


At Cairo.

fever has a 'foothold In Natchez which ' 
it may require weeks to shake loose. 
Nine fully developed and three sus- 
picious cases were discovered yester- 
day and panic'has spread throughout 
the city and over much of tho state. 


The city has been cut off from com- 


munication1 with the outside world, 
and steps have been taken for stamp- 
ing out the disease at once, but it is 
feared a hard fight is ahead. 


How' the Infection reached here is 


not known, as the city has boon tight- 
ly bottled up with shotgun quarantine 
ever since the situation at New Or- 
leans developed, but it is presumed 
the plague was brought across the 
river by some negro who eluded tho 
quarantine guards. 


Situation at New Orleans. 


New Orleans, La., Aug. 28.—A re- 


markable contest is shown in the last 
report of the Marine Hospital service. 
The cases reported are smaller in 
number than on any day since the 
fever broke out and the number of 
deaths larger. 


While conditions in the city continue 


to improve, and tho officials seem to 
have the situation thoroughly under 
control, discouraging reports continue 
to come in from the country districts. 


The fight between the physicians o( 


this city and the health officers con- 
tinues to grow warmer day by day, 
and it. is now practically certain that 
in order to restore peace both 
the 


presidents of the state and the city 
boards of health will ,havc to go. 


Rigid Quarantine at Cairo, III.

officers. 


A car from Chicago containing six- 


ty-five Faducah people arrived late 
Saturday night and their train did not 
leave for several hours. 
They were 


abusive to the inspectors and found 
fault with the quarantine rules. They 
were locked in the car and it was kept 
under guard until it was pulled out. 


Memphis Free From Fever. 


Memphis, Tenn., Aug. 28— As a re- 


sult of personal investigation of re- 
ported' suspicious cases 
-of yellow 


fever existing in Memphis, conducted 
by Dr. J. F. Hunter, secretary of the 
Mississippi Board of Health, who came 
here for that purpose, a signed' state- 
ment was issued by Dr. Hunter, in- 
dorsed 
by 
Gov. Vardaman, which 


tends to show that Memphis is free 
from fever. 


Dr. Hunter immediately announced 


that he would not order "Mississippi to 
quarantine against Memphis, 


Indianola, Miss., in Trouble. 


Indianola, Miss., Aug. 2S.—A case ol 


fever, branded as yellow fever by a 
local physician, has caused Vicksburg 
and- other towns in the state to an- 
nounce quarantine against Indianola. 


There, has .been.a. steady stampede 


since :the case was reported, but those 
leaving find that they must buy trans- 
portation'as far north as Carbondale, 
Ill.i before being allowed to stop.

His hands tightly held by a pair 


of steel cuffs and arms firmjy gripped 
by_two officers, Ed Kinch, an insane 
man, caused considerable- 
comment 


and excitement on the crowded plat- 
form of the''St. Paul railway depot 
this morning about 
half-past 
ten 


o'clock by" his incoherent ejaculations 
and his struggles to free- himself and 
"po back home to Belmont." Through 
the 
aid 
of the railroad employes, 


Kincli was lead by the officers to be- 
lieve {hat the Madison piisse::gj.;:- was 
the train for Belmont and it was 
with difficulty that his two guardians 
kept him from rushing madly to tiie 
forward .coach. He was in charge of 
D. W. Watson, sheriff of Lafayette 
county, and his deputy. Link Bryson, 
and was being taken to Mendota for 
temporary keeping. 
Kinch was bold 


enough to state that he would dash 
for liberty should one of them leave 
for a moment and his actions at the 
time made some believe he was go- 
ing to attempt escape as circumstanc- 
es" were. 
The mans mind has been 


diseased for some years and his one 
thought is that his brothers, sisters, 
.'father and mother have been murder- 
ed and that the slayers of these arc 
following him closely nncl seeking his 
life. 
Kinch was formerly a farmer 


near Bolmonl, but became slightly do- 
mc-nted. He worked as a day laborer 
for a time and then was sent to the 
state Hospital. 
Found incurable ho 


was placed in the. Iowa County asy- 
lum. 
This is but about thirty miles 


from his old home and he escaped 
from the place of confinement. Tho 
last time ho secured freedom he was 
handcuffed ;uu! roamed wildly in the 
woods near Belmont several days be- 
fore being captured. Though not vio- 
lent the entire time he is considered 
dangerous and people near Belmont 
wre in fear .until he was finally cap- 
tured by Deputy Bryson and placed 
in the jail at Darlington. 
Last Fri- 


day while confined in his cell a "pig- 
con entered the bastile through an 
open window and made friends with 
the man. 
It staid with him during 


the remaining hours of the day and 
roosted that night on his breast. In 
the morning it was allowed freedom 
but returned after a short time, seek- 
ing entrance to the prison. Kinch 
and any number of people in Darling- 
ton believed the bird was scut from 
the Almighty but do not attempt to 
interpret the omen. 
Kinch has no 


family, was never married, and will 
be taken to Mendota for a short 
time. 
From there it is thought he 


will be transferred to a hospital for 
incurables in the northern pan of tho 
state, where he is unfamiliar with the 
surrounding country and where a pa- 


tient of his state can be more prop 
erlv held.

North Carolina Mob Avenges Brutal 


Attack Made on Wife of Store-' 


keeper. 


Newbern, N. C., Aug. 28.—John 


Moore, a negro, 20 years old, was 
taken from Craven county jail in this 
city and lynched by a mob o£ 100 
masked men armed with rifles and re- 
volvers. 


With his hands tied behind him1, the. 


negro was led. out about aHhird of a 
mile from the ja.il to the draw of the 
Neuse river bridge, hanged to one of 
its braces, and his body riddled with 
bullets. 


The mob attacked the jail between 


1 and 2 o'clock. Entrance was effect- 
ed by forcing the jailer to surrender 
the keys. 


As'soon as the attack was discov- 


ered the naval reserves were called 
out in an attempt to prevent the lynch- 
ing, but arrived, too 'late.

M. \V1itte has 
made to A. 
Maurice 


Low. 
He declares that Russia can- 


not pay Japan 
an 
indemnity, and 


among the reasons which he gives 
for his decision is the following: 
If 


Japan should use the 
money to buy 


diamonds and other things 
for her 


people, it would be one thing; hut Ja- 
pan "would use the indemnity to .buy 
ships. He says that Japan could not 
have made war with Russia but for 
the indemnity which she received from 
China, and; if she could 
get an in- 


demnity from Russia she would use 
H to prepare for war with some other 
country. 


A war indemnity is supposed to be 


a payment made by a nation defeated 
'in war to reimburse 
the victorious 


counu-y for the losses she has sustain- 
ed during the conflict. If the'money 
thus obtained were diverted to.some 
other object, it would be in the nature 
of a nuisance of the indemnity. .0£ 
course Japan would not use money 
obtained from Russia "in buying dia- 
monds and other good things for her 
people," but 
it would be 
expected 


that she should use it- in paying for 
the losses sustained by her. citizens 
by reason of the 'war, iu replacing 
property destroyed in the war and in 
paying "oft debts contracted in. order 
to prosecute the war. 
It-would be 


natural to suppose that if Japan ob- 
tained an indemnity she would use 
the bulk of the money to provide for 
the payment of the large' debt which 
has been .created 
by reason of the 


Fire insurance is intended to in- 


demnify a .person against loss caused 
In- fire 
If, however, a man should 


set fire to his own property m order 
to obtain an Indemnity, he would 1* 
cuilty of 'the crime of arson. In like 
' manner, if a nation went to war for 


the purpose of forcing another country 
to pav it a large indemnity, 'that would 
be, what might be called "internation- 
al arson." 
Moreover, 
if 
a nation 


should make use of an indemnity foi 
the purpose of preparing to wage war 
against some other country and thus 
in a succession of conflicts compel 
the bankrupt nations to pay the cost 
of a series of conquests, the world 
would, of course, not stand by idly

1 Thou tho corona is something of a 
solar mystery. Some have thought it 
n substance and have named it coro- 
ncuni. Others have regarded It as only 
ft phenomenon of light. Whatever its 
scientific constitution, it is a tiling of 
weird beauty. Sometimes its streamers 
shoot out for millions of miles. 
At 


others it is star shaped. Then it runs 
like a rim of tire about the shadow of 
the moon.

iety of the astronomers to photograph 
it and study It at their leisure. 


Practically all the instruments used 


this year will be photographic tele- 
scopes.

only t-o, but those photographic tele- 
scopes have been arranged to work 
automatically.

blooded scientist 


.would have ordinary human emotions.

tions, that he never had time to see 
an eclipse lie was so busy "observing 
them."

Spectacle of a Lifetime. 


The scmidarkncss on tho earth has 


quite as much effect on birds and ani- 
mals as on men. Chickens go to roost,

finally seek their rest, only to be rout- 
ed out a few minutes later by tho 
gradually returning light. In tho heav- 
ens the spectacle is one'to bo remem- 
bered a lifetime.

the hotel for a walk. On his way out 
he met M. Siebert, second secretary 
of the Russian embassy in Washing- 
ton, and gave him some instructions in 
Russian.

himself and Minister Takahira.

I have fre- 
quently given the formula far making 
infusions of all kind-s fro-m various 
herbs, which is one ounce of the herbs 
to one pint of water, steeping usually 
for about half an hour. The dose or 
nearly all infusions will vary from a 
teaspoonful to two or three dessert 
s-poonfuls, three or foirr times daily. 
A dose of the tincture varies from five 
drops to 15 dr«ps. 
It is a popular 


remedy for all .kinds ot hemorrhages 
and the bruised leaves are excellent 
for burns,' bruises, stings of -insects, 
bites of «nosquitoes, etc. It is also re- 
markably efficacious in poisons of all 
kinds. 
An old negro now living in 


the south obtained his freedom by dis- 
closing a nostrum for the bites of 
snakes, the basis of which was plain- 
tian.- It consisted in giving the ex- 
pressed juice of plaintian and hore- 
hound, equal parts; a tablespoonful to 
be repeated as often as the stomach 
would bear, and the same to be applied 
to the wound.

The 
best medical works admit that there 
has never been found any specific 
germ Which would be declared guilty 
of carrying the disease and in the ab- 
sence of any positive knowledge to bo 
obtained from books, I don't object to 
saying that I -believe it Is communi- 
cated from one to another, by the mois- 
ture thrown out from the throat while 
coughing. For this reason it may be 
carried in the clothes by one who does 
not have it, to a child who soon after- 
ward comes in contact wilh the ex- 
posed clothing.
